TEXT PUBLISHED OFFICIALLY 


Lonvoy, February 14th 
The text of the League of Nations 
tovenant has been officiall published 
The prenmble states that ‘in order 
te promot international co-operation 
mid okecure international — peace an 
security hy the acerptance of obligntions ; 
in order not to resort to war by preserip. 
tion of apen, just and honourable rela 
tions Ietwern nations, by the firm estab 
lishinent of understandings of inter- 
national lay as the actual rade af conduct 
among al] Governments, and by the innin- 
lonauce of a just and serupulous respect 
for all treaty obligations in the deal 
ings of organised peoples one with 
another, the Powers signatory to this 
Covenant adopt this constitution of the 
Taague of Nations." 


HOW THE COVENANTING PARTIES 
SHALL ACT. 


The opening articles declare that action 
of the covenanting parties shall be effect. 
ed through meetings of representative 
Delegates, at stated intervals, at the seat 
of the League or elyewhere, and through 
meetings of an Executive Council and a 
permanent International Secretariat at 


the seat of the League, at more frequent 
intervals 

Fach contracting party at the meetings 
of the Delegates shall have one vote, but 
not. more than three representatives 


THE CONSTITUTION OF THE 
EXECUTIVE COUNCIL, 

The Executive Council shall éonsist of 
representatives of the United States, the 
British Empire. France, Ualy, Japan, 
and four other States, who will be select 
od by the Delegates, 

The mectings of the Executive Council 
shall le held ai least once a year at the 
seat of the League or elsewhere 
BUSINESS OF THESE MEETINGS. 

Any matter within the sphere of action 
of the League or affecting the world's 

ace May be dealt with at such meetings. 
Pavilations shal] sent to any Power to 
attend the Council meeting at which 
inatters directly affecting ity interests 
will be discussed. No decision shall be 
binding, unless such invitation is extend 
ed by the President and until the States 
shall summon, first, a meeting of the 
repreantative Delegates and the Execu- 
tive Couneil, 


HOW NON-SIGNATORIES MAY 
BEEK ADMITTANCE 


Article Beven lays down the rule that 
admission to the League of Btates which 
fre not signatorics to the Covenant re- 
quires the assent of no less than two. 
thirds of the representatives of the States 
in the Body of Delegates, and shall be 
limited to fully self-governing countries, 
inclnding “the Dominions and the 
Colonivs, 


REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTB. 


Article Eight states that the high 
contracting  partics recognise the 
principle that the Maintenance of peace 
requires the reduction of national arma- 
ments to the lowest point consistent with 
national safety, and the enforcement, by 
common action, of international obliga- 
tions, having special regard to the geo- 
graphical situation and circumstances of 
cath Btate, and the Executive Council 
shall formulate the plans effecting such 
reduction. 


CONSIDERATION OF MILITARY 
EQUIPMENT. 


Tho Exceutive Council ehall also deter- 
mine, for the consideration and action 
of the several Governments, what mili- 
tary equipment ond armament will be 
fair and reasonable in proportion to the 
scale of forocs laid down in the pro- 
gramme of disarmament, and these limite, 
when adopted, shall not be exceeded with- 
ou the permission of the Executive Coun- 
ei. 


RESTRICTED MANUFACTURE OF 
MUNITIONS.
